But fear that such action might 
become known to his political friends 
deterred him. He is a_ kind-hearted 
man and he is sensitive. The two traits 
worked together for the happiness of 
the couple, who were stammeringly 
ninde one, 

Confidence Grew With Experience. 

By the time the third counlé arrived 
Justice Kirby was feeling chesty and 
entirely confident. He decided it was 
quite easy to tie the nuptial Knot, and 
he wondered why he had been so 
nervous at first.

‘Children of Dr. Ingraham Will 
Obey His Wish. 


The children ot mev. Dr. John P. T. 
Ingraham, one of the oldest Episcopal 
ciergymen in the United States, will ob- 
serve his wish that they wear no 
mourning for him. Dr. Ingraham died 
Thursday at his home, 3628 Washington 
boulevard, after an fllness of only a 
few days, caused by catching cold. He 
was 8) years old. 

Dr. Ingraham was rector emeritus of 
Graco Episcopal Church. He concluded 
his active work in 1902, after 55 years 
spent in the ministry. He was a mem- 
ber of the Standing Committee of the 
Missouri Diocese and Board of Mis- 
sions, and was widely known on ac- 
count of his abilities, his charities and 
his books. 

Vuring Dr. Ingraham's 
held the following charges: Rector St. 
James’ Church, Milwaukee, 1852-62; 
Christ Church, Indianapolis, 184-67; St. 
John’s Church, St. Louis, 1867-81; Grace 
Church, St. Louis, 1$881-1902. At the time 
of his retirement a list of services he 
had conducted was compiled, showing 
that he had officiated at 925 marriages.

NEGROES HAVE ND 


CASE, SAYS LAWYER 


Soldiers’ Attorney, After Inves- 
tigation, Declares Men 
Were to Blame. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Nov. 3#.—Sidney 
S. Johnston, a negro attorney of Tar- 
rant County, who was employed by the 
negro soldiers of the Twenty-fifth In- 
fantry, reports that the soldiers have 
no case. He was engaged to make a 
thorough Investigation of conditions at 
Brownsville, with a view of proving 
that the citizens mistreated the negro 
troops and forced the attack upon the 
townspeople. 

Johnston hired out as a laborer and 
for two months has worked in and 
about Brownsville. Whilé promised big 
reward if he could establish the blame 
upon the townspeople, he says he re- 
grets that the soldiers were entirely to 
blame. Johnston found out the soldiers 
had been warned of their conduct by 
citizens friendly disposed toward them 
long before the shooting. 

He cited where three white women 
had been insulted by negro soldiers and 
that several soldiers had  quarreled

with citizens while denouncing the 
charge against their fellow soldiers.

WITH WOMAN AT 
HOTEL, MAN DIES 


Conductor’s Companion in Kan- 
sas City Says She Is His 
Sister-in-Law.

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Nov. 30.—C. L. 
Smith, a passenger conductor, for 14 
years in the service of the Rock Island 
Railroad, died suddenly of heart dis- 
ease in a room at the National Hotel, 
at 2 o’clock yesterday afternoon.

Mrs. Wyatt, wife of the proprietor 
of.the hotel, attracted by the noise, ran 
upstairs, and, hearing the woman ex- 
claim that a man was dying, sum- 
moned a doctor by telenhone. Mean-

Colored Minister Censures Pres- 
ident’s Discharge of Negroes. 


At the negro Central Baptist Church, 


Twenty-third and Morgan streets, Rev. 
George E. Stevens, the pastor preached 
to a large congregation Thursday morn- 
ing. He protested against the discharge 
of negro soldiers by President Roose- 
velt, saying: “I do not impugn his mo- 
tives, nor am I unmindful of his doc- 
trine of a square deal for every man, 
black or white, but I think he has made 
a grave error.

Herman Engel, the 17-year-old boy 
who shot and killed his playmate, Hen- 
ry Valperts, aged 15 years, while re- 
turning from’ a hunting trip shortly 
after noon ‘fhursday near Belleville, 
was exonerated by Dr. E..M. Irwin, 
Coroner. The verdict was accident. 

Engel and Valperts worked together 
in the same room at the glass plant of 
the Ameri¢an Bottle Co. Thursday 
morring they went out rabbit hunting 
with a single-barrel shotgun belonging 
to Fngel. According to the story told 
by Engel to thé police and to the Cor- 
oner at the inquest, they were on thelr 
way home shortly after 12 o’clock and 
sat down on the north side of the 
tracks of the Illinois Central, formerly 
the Belleville & Carondelet Railroad, to 
rect. 

At the point where they stopped were 
two railroad ties. One of the ties was 
niaced at right angles to the track and 
the other was parallel with the rails. 
Thev formed a letter L. In the cor- 
ner formed by the ties. a fire had been 
started be someone, and the boys stirred 
it up and began shooting alternately at 
a target with the shells they had not 
used, 

ferya Coat Discharged Gun. 

Engel says that when he fired the shot 
that kilied his companion, Valperts was 
standing about five feet fn front and 
nhout four feet to the left of him. with 
his back partially turned to a 15-foot 
embankment thnt was just behind 
where Engel was sitting. 

Engel had the gun resting on his lap 
with the muzzle pointing toward the 
east. In order to bring it to his shoul- 
der to aim at the target, which was 
south of him, it was necessary that the 


/ muzzle be pointed toward Valperts for 


a fraction of a second, while it was be- 
ing swung upwards. 

He declares he did not have his fin- 
Rr on the trigger, but says the ham- 
mer Was ecan®&ht on his coat. When 
the gun exploded Engel says he did 
met know the other boy was shot. 
Valperts made no cry and Engel paid 
no heed to him untfl after he had 
taken the empty shell from the gun. 
Then he noticed Valperts staggering 
towards the embankment, which was 
About four feet away from where he 
was sitting. 

The shot. had turned the Valperts 
boy partially around so he was stag- 
gering backwards. 

As soon as he saw that Valperts 
had been shot Engel went to him and 
rubbed his forehead with his hand 
and then attempted to clean the blood

These uncommon toys have their place and do 
their work in the world, but Schiller’s world of the 
sublime future belongs to common children with 
common toys, which, after children have done as 
they please with them, are left as “litter” over the 
premises for a week beyond Christmas, 

What is it that “makes the ma: et” of millions in 
Christendom, and in Christendom alone? The poet 
thought it was graciousness, and that everything 
which is really fine, high, true and lasting comes not 
from “Must” but “May”—not from necessity but 
from “grace.” He saw the mind of the mother and 
of the Madonna in the girl with her doll;

These 
were packed on three burros, with an 
unburdened relief burro. The 
men "_ on foot. 
Awoke in Snowstorm. 
That night the young men camped in 
the open air on the Hamilton Mess 
trail, seven miles from the = starting 
point. The thermometer registered 15 
degrees above zero. When they awoke 
next morning they found that snow was 
falling and a brisk wind was blowing 
across the range. When they broke 
camp the storm had greatly increased 


' in intensity and the #now made an im- 


a curtain across the mountain 
ops 

After some. hesitation the party de- 
cided to push on. When the young 
men passed a oneeP. corral at the 
north end of t Mesa they met 
Jcorge Smiley, a iner, who begged 
them to turn back, as he believed 
they would be snowbound, so that a 
relief expedition would have to be 
sent out after them. When they 
laughed at his fears he told them he 
weuld send a letter to Mr. Player, 
telling him his son was in great dan-

‘through the storm the 
‘hed a point above the 

Pecos and camped there 

for the night, sleéping tn the snow. 

The next morning the snow had 
ceased, but the cold was intense, the 
thermometer registering 3 degrees 
below Zero. 

Sunday morning, Nov. 18, they broke 
camp while the wind was blowing al- 
most a hurricane. At noon they 
reached the first of the three tributary 
lakes of the Pecos, a marshy flat cov- 
ered with reeds and high grasses. 

Horace Johns went ahead with his 

rifle in search of, game. He had been 
gone less than an hour when his com- 
panions heard him calling. When they 
came up with him they found that he 
had shot a deer, a 3-year-old buck. This 
kept them supplied with fresh meat for 
the remainder of the trip. 
Throwing the deer across the saddle 
of the extra burro, they pushed on 
down the trail leading to their mine, 
wading 10 miles through snow knee 
deep. They reached the mine at 5 p. 
m. Sunday and camped there for the 
night under an improvised shelter of 
boughs and wagon covers. 

Lost Burros in Snow. 
Tuvusday morning they tound_ that 
thelr burros had disappeared. Tracks 
in the snow showed that the animals 
had struck back over the trail. They 
followed the tracks back to the Hamil- 
ton Mesa, but failed to overtake the 
burros. Wien they returned to the 
mine it was 8 p. m. and they had cov- 
ered 30 miles in a high wind to no pur- 
nose, 

Wednésday and Thursday, in intense 
cold, they worked on the cabin, clinking 
logs, hewing window and door frames 
and putting on roofing paper. Friday 
morning they set out on the return trip, 
carrying their own luggage, the weight 
on, each man being 50 pounds. As it 
Was not necessary to follow a burro 
path they cut off nearly 10 miles on the 
way back and reached the ‘half-way 
cabin” at 4 p. m., 25 miles in 
eight hours. 

The young men then learned that dur- 
ing their absence Arthur Kinsey had 
killed a mountain lion. He saw the 
beast skulking through the underbrush 
and brought him down with one shot 
from his rifle. The lion measured 6 feet 
6 inches from the tip of his nose to the 
end of his tail.

CHICAGO. sU.—The dissensions 
which for the last year have prevailed 
in the ranks of the Teamsters’ Union 
here were today carried into the trial 
of Cornelius P. Shéa, who, in company 
with 16 other men, is on trial for alleged 
conspiracy in connection with the great 
teanisters’ strike of June, 1905. 

Aibert Young, former president of the 
Teamsters’ Union, and William Kelly, 
business agent of the Coal Teamsters’ 
Union, and Michael Murphy, said to 
have been a member of the “wrecking 
crew" during the strike, withdrew their 
pleas of not guilty, and entered pleas 
of guilty. All of the men declared their 
intention of turning State’s evidence. 

The incident caused intense excite- 
ment in the courtroom, and took the 
other defendants completely by surprise. 
Shea and Young had for years been 
close friends and had worked through a 
number of strikes side by side. Since 
the last convention of the teamsters, 
however, they have been opposed to 
each other. 

As soon as court operied today Attor- 
ney Le Roy Brown, who. has not pre- 
viously appeared in the case, addressed 
Judge Ball, saying 

‘Your Honor, r desire to give notice 
that I herewith enter my appearance as 
counsel for the following named defend- 


ants in this case: Albert Young, Wil- 
Uam Kelly and Michael Murphy.” 


Defense Taken by Surprise. 


The attorneys for the defense showed 
their surprise at this annoyncement and 
a moment later, when it was announced 
that all three mew desired to enter 
pleas of guilty, they were for a time 
taken completely aback. President Shea 
turned in his chair, and stared fiercely 
at Young, who returned his look with 


an indifferent stare. she statement 
was then made by Attorney Brown 
that his clients desired to turn State's 
evidence. 

The attorneys for the defense -then 
informed the Court that they demanded 
the right of reopening the examination 
of the jurors in order to question the 
jurors regarding thelr acquaintance 
with ‘ttorney Brown. The Court over- 
ruled .hem and an exception was taken 
by the defense. 

A recess until afternoon was request- 
ed by the defense and granted. 

The trouble between Albert Young 
and Cornelius P. Shea resulted from 
the effort made by the former to ob- 
tain the presidency of the Interna- 
tional Teamsters’ Union. He repre- 
sented an element in the union that 
was opposed to Shea and dissatisfied 
with his method of conducting the 
Chicago strike. Shea was re-elected, 
and Young then organized a rival or- 
ganization, whieh is known ag the 
United Teamsters of America. Since 
the creation of the latter body there 
has been bitter strife among the 
teamsters and assaults and fights on 
the streets have occurred frequently. 


Cost to County, 832.000. 


The hunt for an unprejudiced, jury to 
try Shea and his associates’ h been 
perhaps the most costly and the Igngest 


in the history of Chicago courts. Just 
8000 veniremen were examined and the 
twelfth man in the 8000 was captured 
yesterday. The cost to the county so 
far has been $32,000. e twelve men 
who will try the case gare not members 
of unions. have no relatives who are 
members of unions and have no connec- 
tion with the coniplainant, Montgomery 
Ward & Co. or his business. 

After Young, Kelly and Murphy en- 
tered pleas of guilty, it was announced 
that Joseph Schultz, under indictment 
in gonnection with alleged assaults com- 
mitted during the strike, but who has 
not yet been arraigned, would turn 
State’s evidence.
